Borrowing from a staged radio 
drama bought by many, a Calgary 
filmmaker perpetrated a space- 
junk hoax that sparked world¬ 
wide attention over the weekend. 

Sebastian Salazar was watch¬ 
ing his Twitter feed fill with dis¬ 
cussion of NASA’s dying Upper 
Atmosphere Research Satellite 
(UARS) shortly before midnight 
Friday. 

An anomaly over Okotoks on 
one weather image sparked spec¬ 
ulation that debris from the 6.5- 
ton craft could land in the city 
south of Calgary. 

One particular tweet express¬ 
ing fear that aliens could be living 
in the satellite caught Salazar’s 
attention, reminding him of 
Orson Welles’ fake 1938 radio 
broadcast War of the Worlds, 
which led many to believe aliens 
had landed. 

He pulled transcripts from the 


broadcast and began tweeting 
them out as live events occurring 
on a farm in the Okotoks area. 

“People weren’t even checking 
for legitimacy an 3 miore,” Salazar 
said yesterday. “1 started putting 
in quotes directly from the play 
and it kind of spun off from 
there.” 

To provide “proof” of the 
debris, Salazar gathered some tub¬ 
ing and a piece of scrap metal 
from his family’s camper and 
went into the alley behind his 
northeast Calgary home to snap a 
photo. 

“1 thought it looked terrible, 
but some people still bought it,” 
he said. 

RCMP fielded numerous inter¬ 
national calls Saturday, some 
reportedly from as far away as 
Japan, about the crash landing, 
but no debris was found in Oko¬ 
toks, confirmed spokesperson 
Tim Taniguchi. 

He said Salazar likely won’t 
face reprimand for his actions, 
despite some having expressed

Ironically, Calgary filmmaker 
Sebastian Salazar tweeted out his 
live account of the Okotoks satel¬ 
lite landing from the Twitter han¬ 
dle Oimnotgonnaliezu. 

He posed as a reporter named 
Carl Phillips on Wilmuth farm. 
Both the character and location 
were ripped directly from Orson 
Welles' War of the Worlds.

Despite suffering through 
multiple traumas in his 
young life, one Alberta dog 
in need of a new home 
keeps on rolhng — literally. 

Duke, a two-year-old Chi¬ 
huahua living in Lacombe, 
Alta., was attacked and 
dragged by a coyote last 
year, according to owner 
Valerie Parish. 

His back legs were para¬ 
lyzed, and surgeiy costs to 


repair the injuiy were pro¬ 
jected to be $10,000. 

Unable to afford the pro¬ 
cedure, Parish’s husband 
went to work constructing 
a device that would allow 
Duke to wheel around us¬ 
ing only his firont legs. 

Today, he is as active as 
ever. Parish says. 

“He’s a cuddle bum,” she 
added with a laugh. “He 
loves to be held always, 
loves kisses.” 

Not eveiything has been 
easy for Duke, however. In 
the months following the 


initial attack, a hawk sens¬ 
ing the Chihuahua’s weak¬ 
ness swooped in and 
unsuccessfully attempted 
to cany him away. 

Duke requires a great 
deal more care than an av¬ 
erage dog, something 
Parish and her husband 
simply cannot provide. 
They are now looking for 
new owners and have re¬ 
ceived some gracious help 
firom an Edmonton woman. 

Carol Gallant saw Duke’s 
stoiy on Kijiji and was re¬ 
minded of a Yorkie she lost

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The 96 Alberta peace and 
police officers who have 
died protecting others were 
honoured yesterday. 

One bright spot at the 
annual fall tribute, now in 
its 13th year, is that no new 
names were added this 
year, said Chief Rick Han¬ 
son of the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Chiefs of Police. 

“That does not mean to¬ 
day is without a profound 
sense of loss,” he said. 

The ceremony began 
with a procession on 107 
Street, culminating in a 
wreath-la 5 dng. 

“The service and the 
sacrifice of those fallen of¬ 
ficers is far beyond what 
we have any right to ask of 
them,” Premier Ed Stel- 
mach said. 

The crowd on the legisla¬ 
ture grounds was reminded 
of the perils officers face. 

“Each day these brave 
men and women enter un¬ 
certain and sometimes dan¬ 
gerous situations to uphold 
the law in the protection of 
those we serve,” said Dale 
McGowan, deputy commis¬ 


sioner of the RCMP in Al¬ 
berta. 

Lt.-Gov. Donald Ethell 
said the day was as much 
for grieving family mem¬ 
bers as it was for the offi¬ 
cers lost. 

“It is a way for us to let 
the families know that 
they are not alone, that 
their loved ones’ sacrifices 
are appreciated more than 
we could possibly express, 
and that our Alberta he¬ 
roes will long be honoured 
and remembered,” he said.

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Abbas returns to 
hero’s welcome 

O Leader has asked UN Security Council to recognize 
an independent Palestine in the West Bank 


President Mahmoud Abbas 
received a hero’s welcome 
yesterday from thousands 
of cheering, flag-waving 
Palestinians, having made a 
bid for UN recognition that 
appears destined to fail but 
has allowed him to finally 
step out of the shadow of 
his iconic predecessor Yass¬ 
er Arafat. 

The crowd, many of 
them holding posters of Ab¬ 
bas, repeatedly chanted his 
name as he spoke. Abbas 
was uncharacteristically an¬ 
imated, shaking his hands, 
and charming the crowd 
with references to “my 
brothers and sisters.” 

Abbas’ call on Friday for 
the UN to recognize Pales¬ 
tinian independence has

transformed him in the 
eyes of many Palestinians 
from grey bureaucrat to 
champion of their rights. 

Though Israel and the 
U.S. oppose the move and 
consider it a step back for 
long-stalled peace talks, it 
could help Abbas overcome 
internal struggles and gain 
the support he will need to 
get a deal through one day. 

He cautioned that the

Two of Canada’s leading 
marine biologists and a 
conservation group say a 
five-year proposal to 
slaughter 140,000 grey 
seals in the southern Gulf 
of St. Lawrence is being 
driven by politics, not sci¬ 
ence. 

“1 don’t support it,” said 
Hal Whitehead, a professor 
at Dalhousie University in 
Halifax who speciahzes in 
the study of whales. “From 
what I’ve seen of the 
rationale, it doesn’t make 
much sense to me.” 

Earlier this month, a fed¬ 
eral advisory panel urged 
Fisheries Minister Keith 
Ashfield to approve the 
cull. 

The Fisheries Resource 
Conservation Council, 
made up of scientists and 
fishing industry representa¬ 
tives appointed by the min¬ 
ister, said the proposed cull 
is an experiment that will 
test indirect scientific evi¬ 
dence suggesting grey seals 
are impeding the recovery 
of cod stocks.

Saudi women 
get right to vote 


O Women can vote, run as candidates for first time in 
history O Reforms seen as giant step toward equality 


Saudi King Abdullah an¬ 
nounced yesterday that the 
nation’s women will gain 
the right to vote and run as 
candidates in local elec¬ 
tions to be held in 2015, in 
a major advancement for 
the rights of women in the 
deeply conservative Mus¬ 
lim kingdom. 

In an annual speech be¬ 
fore his advisoiy assembly, 
or Shura Council, the Saudi 
monarch said he ordered 
the step after consulting 
with the nation’s top reli¬ 
gious clerics, whose advice 
carries great weight in the 
kingdom. 

“We refuse to marginal¬ 
ize the role of women in 
Saudi society and in eveiy 
aspect, within the rules of 



Sharia,” Abdullah said, re¬ 
ferring to the Islamic law 
that governs many aspects 
of life in the kingdom. 

The kingdom’s great oil 
wealth and generous hand¬ 
outs to citizens have largely 


insulated it from the unrest 
sweeping the Arab world. 
But the king has taken 
steps to quiet rumblings of 
discontent that largely cen¬ 
tred on the eastern oil-pro¬ 
ducing region populated by 
the country’s Shiite Muslim 
minority. 

Abdullah said the 
changes announced yester¬ 
day would also allow 
women to be appointed to 
the Shura Council, the ad¬ 
visoiy body selected by the 
king that is currently all 
male. 

The kingdom will hold 
its next municipal elections 
on Thursday, but women 
will not be able to vote or 
run in those contests.

Marathon swimmer Diana 
Nyad spent more than 40 
hours in the shark-filled 
waters between Cuba and 
the Florida Keys, climbing 
into a boat only to be treat¬ 
ed for searing welts left by 
Portuguese man o’ war 
stings. Left swollen and red, 
Nyad had no choice but to 
end her trek early when 
medics warned another 
sting could be deadly 
The 62-year-old sol¬ 
diered on for a time, cut¬ 
ting eye and mouth holes 
into a cap she wore over 
her face to protect against 
future stings. She sur¬ 
passed 100,000 strokes, but 
the stings — which team 
members said left what 
looked like branding marks 



from the jell 5 rfish-like crea¬ 
tures’ tentacles — were too 
much of a risk. 

“1 trained this hard for 
this big dream 1 had for so 
many years, and to think 
these stupid little Por¬ 
tuguese man o’ war take it 


down,” Nyad told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press, just hours af¬ 
ter getting out of the water. 
“It’s a huge disappoint¬ 
ment.” 

Nyad was making her 
second attempt in as many 
months at the Cuba-Florida 
crossing, a lifelong dream 
that she first tried as a 28- 
year-old back in 1978, 
when she swam inside a 
steel shark cage for about 
42 hours before ending the 
attempt. A cageless at¬ 
tempt this past August fell 
short 29 hours in when, 
gasping for breath, Nyad 
threw in the towel after an 
11-hour asthma attack she 
blamed on a bad reaction 
to a new medicine.

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Sex victim 
sues Russell 
Williams 


O Laurie Massicotte files $7M 
lawsuit against ex-army 
commander, his wife and OPP 


The woman who was 
bound, stripped and sexual¬ 
ly assaulted by Russell 
Williams has filed a lawsuit 
totalling more than $7 mil¬ 
lion against the convicted 
killer, his ex-wife and the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 

Laurie Massicotte, a for¬ 
mer neighbour of 
Williams’ in Tweed, Ont., 
filed a lawsuit to the Supe¬ 
rior Court of Justice on Fri¬ 
day for damages including 
pain and suffering, the in¬ 
fliction of mental distress 
and loss of economic ad¬ 
vantage. 

Last month, Massicotte 
told the Toronto Star that 
her “hell really began” 
when she called 911 after 
Williams’ Sept. 30, 2009, at¬ 
tack. 

Police told her she had 
to remain tied up in her 
home until an OPP photog¬ 
rapher could document the 
scene, Massicotte said. She 
said she remained in her re¬ 
straints for five hours. 

The actions of respond¬ 
ing officers — which she 
said included parading her 
in a bathrobe in front of 


other officers, grilling her 
for details of the attack and 
taking her fingerprints — 
intensified her sense of vio¬ 
lation, Massicotte said. 

The allegations made by 
Massicotte have not been 
proven in court. The suit 
has not been served, and 
no statement of defence 
has yet been filed. 

Massicotte told the Star 
last month it was only af¬ 
ter her assault that she 
heard another Tweed 
woman had been sexually 
assaulted on her street 12 
days before. 

The statement of claim 
includes damages filed 
against police for “not pro¬ 
viding her with any infor¬ 
mation as to who her 
assailant was until... the 
8th day of Februaiy, 2010” 
— five months after the at¬ 
tack — and “allowing the 
defendant to reside nearby 
as the neighbour.” 

Another sexual assault 
victim, whose name is pro¬ 
tected by a publication 
ban, is suing Williams and 
his wife for $2.45 million.

At Manhattan’s Union 
Square, police tried to cor¬ 
ral the demonstrators us¬ 
ing orange plastic netting. 
Some of the arrests were 
filmed and activists post¬ 
ed the videos online. One 
video appears to show of¬ 
ficers using pepper spray 
on women who already 
were cordoned off; anoth¬ 
er shows officers hand¬ 
cuffing a man after 


pulling him up off the 
ground, blood trickling 
down his face. 

Police say the arrests 
were mostly for blocking 
traffic. Charges include 
disorderly conduct and re¬ 
sisting arrest. But one 
demonstrator was 

charged with assaulting a 
police officer. Police say 
the officer involved suf¬ 
fered a shoulder injury. 

Protest spokesman 
Patrick Bruner criticized 
the police response as “ex¬ 
ceedingly violent” and 
said the demonstrators 
sought to remain peace¬ 
ful.

Resistance to banking 
reform taken to task 


Canada’s Mark Carney 
waded into the touchy and 
controversial issues facing 
the American financial sys¬ 
tem yesterday, dismissing 
concerns — or excuses — 
about banking reform. 

Speaking at a financial 
convention in Washington, 
the Bank of Canada gover¬ 
nor gave a spirited defence 
of new international rules, 
and chided resisters as mis¬ 
conceived or fatalistic. 

He noted that such 
thinking led to abuses and 
excessive risk-taking that 
resulted in the recent col¬ 
lapse of the system, lead¬ 
ing to a global recession 
still haunting economies 
today. 

Carney’s speech to the 
Institute of International 
Finance follows two days of 
meetings in which global 
policy-makers grappled 
with the recession’s conse¬ 
quences and sought meas¬ 
ures to prevent another. 

Touted jet 
arrives 

Boeing delivered its first 
787 jet yesterday. 

The new jet, which was 
supposed to be flying pas¬ 
sengers three years ago, 
was delayed by production 
and design problems. Air¬ 
lines expect it to offer trav¬ 
ellers more comfort, open 
up new routes and provide 
significant fuel savings. 

Airlines love the jet, 
which Boeing calls the 
Dreamliner. They’ve or¬ 
dered more than 800, well 
above levels for previous 
new jets, the associated press

He ‘affects me to my core’ 


As an actor, Jack Huston 
works wonders with just 
half a face, a gravelly, flat 
voice and cruel difficulty 
speaking. 

Fortunately, those afflic¬ 
tions aren’t his but instead 
are borne by Richard Har¬ 
row, the tragically disfig¬ 
ured World War 1 veteran 
he plays on the HBO drama 
Boardwalk Empire. 

Let the record show 
that, in a recent interview, 
the 28-year-old Huston is 
leading-man handsome, 
expansive and well-spoken 
in his native British accent. 

But he says Harrow is a 
character “that is part of 
me, who affects me to my 


core. There is something so 
affecting about how brave 
and how lost he is.” 

Even with limited

SAYS CAREY: “If you did take 
drugs, explain they always 
cariy the danger that they 
can make you behave in a 
way that is out of control, 
could earn you a criminal 
record or ruin your career. 
They also cany the risk of 
addiction. Explain why and 
how you made the 
decision to stop taking 
them — and make it clear 
what your attitude is to 
them now.” 

She may have had an affair 
while married 

... allegedly with her husband's 
business partner, although all 
parties have denied this. 

SAYS CAREY: “Children have 


keen antennae and it’s 
veiy likely they have 
already guessed there is 
something wrong, so be 
honest. Don’t tiy and justi¬ 
fy it — or get them to see 
your partner as the villain. 
Expect to face a lot of 
anger if you are the person 
who cheated in a marriage, 
as kids will see it as an 
abandonment of them, as 
well as your spouse. But 
keep them 
talking.” 

She may have been sexually 
promiscuous 

... allegedly with Miami Heat 
basketball star Clen Rice. 

SAYS CAREY: “If you are 
asked about your sexual 
histoiy, the best policy is to 
be truthful and tell them 
about your own 
experiences in an age 
appropriate way. But also 
underline how important 
sex is at its best as part of a 
meaningful long-term rela¬ 
tionship. Explain that it’s 
never a good idea to use 
sex to validate yourself or 
fix an insecurity — as it 
rarely works.” 

She would reportedly leave 
her kids to ‘Tend for 
themselves”

SAYS CAREY: “Of all the ac¬ 
cusations, this is potential¬ 
ly the most damaging. It is 
at the serious end of spec¬ 
trum of accusations that 
are levelled against moth¬ 
ers. As such, it’s also most 
likely to cause the most 
long-term damage to the 
parent-child relationship 
because it implies neglect, 
which goes against all we 
expect firom parents. In 
Palin’s case, it would veiy 
much depend on how 
often this happened and 
how old her kids were at 
the time — and what the 
risks to them were. But 
we do live in a society 
where mothers are expect¬ 
ed to wait on kids hand 
and foot firom the tweens 
and beyond — and that is 
not good for their 
independence or self¬ 
esteem.

Celery root brings out 
flavour of salmon 


Celery root sounds like it’s 
the root of the green stalks 
most people are familiar 
with. 

But while they may taste 
alike, you’ll never confuse 
celery for celery root in the 
store. Celery root is gnarly, 
knobby and, quite frankly, 
unattractive. But peel away 
the tough outer skin and 
that ugliness gives way to a 
fresh taste that can add 
flavour to everything from 
salads to stews. 

In this recipe for 
smoked salmon salad, cel¬ 
ery root is matched with 
apples for a delicious low- 
calorie main dish salad. 

Preparation: 

I ln a large bowl, mix to¬ 
gether yogurt, tahini and 


the reserved ginger liq¬ 
uid. Season with salt. 

2 Add apples, celery root 
and ginger. Toss gently 
to coat the apples and 
celery root evenly. Set 
aside for 5 minutes. 

3 Meanwhile, divide the 
smoked salmon between 
four serving plates. 
Sprinkle the salmon with 
the sesame seeds, then 
season with black 
pepper. 

Add the watercress to the 
apple and celery mixture 
and lightly toss to coat 
with the yogurt sauce. 
Divide the salad 
between the serving 
plates, mounding it next 
to the smoked salmon.

Welcome to autumn. The 
leaves are changing, and 
soon lawns and yards 
across Canada will be cov¬ 
ered with an eye-catching 
tapestry of orange, red and 
yellow — that will have to 
be raked up. Or will it? 
Leaves are organic. They 
degrade into rich, useful 
compost and fertilizer. 
What happens if we all 
just... leave the leaves? 

“The biggest problem is, 
if the leaves are big, say 
from a maple tree, they 
can suffocate the lawn,” 
says garden expert Jeff Ma¬ 
son, a frequent contribu¬ 
tor to Canadian Gardening 
and other magazines. 
“Usually what we do with 
leaves like that is run the 
lawnmower over them, so 


they get all chopped up. 
And then they just stay on 
the lawn, or they can go in¬ 
to the garden.” 

No raking, no bags — 
and especially no hauling 
them off to the local land¬ 
fill. 

“Something in the 
neighbourhood of 40 per 
cent of the nutrients that a 
tree produces in a year are 
in those leaves that we rake 
up and throw away,” says 
Mason. “If we just allowed 
the leaves to stay on the 
ground, or in the garden 
bed, this is what feeds and 
fertilizes trees in nature — 
their falling leaves.” 

If you happen to like 
raking, you can also com¬ 
post leaves by simply mak¬ 
ing a big pile of them at 
the back of your yard. 
They’ll rot down over the 
winter, and be ready to 
nourish your grass, trees

sponsible investing (SRI). 
SRI is what you get when 
environmental, social 
and governance factors 
come together in the se¬ 
lection and management 
of investments. 

SRI investments take 
into account environ¬ 
mental sustainability or 
stewardship, labour prac¬ 
tices, human rights and 
corporate governance. 


Chances are good — but 
not guaranteed — that 
you won’t be supporting 
businesses involved in al¬ 
cohol, tobacco, gambling, 
weapons or mining. It al¬ 
so goes beyond “green” 
companies. 

Investments are 

screened for things like 
human-rights violations, 
community involvement 
and environmental per¬ 


formance. 

And why shouldn’t you 
be able to align your fi¬ 
nancial goals with your 
personal values? 

An excellent Canadian 
resource is the Social In¬ 
vestment Organization. 
It’s a national member- 
ship-based organization 
that includes financial in¬ 
stitutions, investment 
firms, financial advisors 


and various organizations 
and individuals interest¬ 
ed in socially responsible 
investment. 

The organization has a 
series of fact sheets de¬ 
signed to answer ques¬ 
tions like “Do social 
investors sacrifice re¬ 
turns?” or “What is com¬ 
munity investing?” 

Although most main¬ 
stream banks don’t carry 


ethical funds, most credit 
unions do, so it’s worth 
asking. 

We can play the sup- 
ply-and-demand game, 
too. The more of us that 
ask for socially responsi¬ 
ble investments, the bet¬ 
ter!

O Survey shows 58 per cent of post-secondary students feel anxious or stressed when thinking about paying school fees 



Greg Evans is no quitter. 
This fall marks the 26-year- 
old’s second attempt to 
pay his way through uni¬ 
versity while balancing 
classes with work. 

“Something in my life is 
going to suffer,” said 
Evans. “My school work is 
definitely going to suffer, 
the quality of my life is go¬ 
ing to suffer. The quality of 
my sleep and my health 
I’m sure are going to suf¬ 
fer.” 

It will be difficult for 
Evans, who grew up in the 
small community of 
Fonthill in Ontario’s Niaga¬ 
ra Region, to finance his 
education. But Evans 
would rather struggle for a 
couple of years than live 
the rest of his life from one 
paycheque to the next. 

Evans first enrolled in 
classes at Toronto’s Ryer- 
son University in 2005 but 
dropped out after a year 
because he wasn’t able to 
work enough hours to 
fund the venture. 


Despite the fact that 
Evans’ parents aren’t able 
to cover his tuition, Evans 
says he doesn’t qualify for 
a loan from the Ontario 


Student Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. 

The public administra¬ 
tion and governance major 
says that this time around, 
he’s tackling school part- 
time so that he can put in 
as many hours at work as 
he needs. But he’s still tak¬ 
ing a student line of credit 
from the bank as a safety 
net. 

“My money’s OK,” said 
Evans. 

“But if I got sick for, let’s 
say, a week or two, that 
would put a pretty big 
dent in my savings. I can’t 
really afford to get sick if 
I’m going to school again. I 
have to have a backup of 


some sort.” 

Many students who 
started college or universi¬ 
ty this fall share Evans’ 
worries. 

According to a recent 
survey by TD Canada Trust, 
45 per cent of parents who 
have kids eligible to start 
school this fall haven’t 
started putting money 
away for post-secondary 
education. 

A third of them say 
they’ll only be able to cov¬ 
er less than 10 per cent of 
the cost. 

The online survey, con¬ 
ducted in June, polled a 
representative sample of 
640 Canadian parents who 


have children under the 
age of 18. 

Another TD survey sug¬ 
gests that more than half 
— 58 per cent — of post¬ 
secondary students feel 
anxious or stressed when 
they think about how 
they’re going to pay their 
way through school. 

It’s no surprise when 
you consider that, accord¬ 
ing to a 2010 Statistics 
Canada report, average 
student debt on gradua¬ 
tion is $18,800. 

And TD pegs the total 
cost of school for students 
living away from home at 
ahe% $80,000.

Start on savings 


► Scott Plaskett, a certified 
financial planner from 
Toronto, recommends au¬ 
tomating the transaction 
so that a little bit of money 
from every paycheque 
goes into a savings 
account. 

► “If you have to think about 
it, it's probably going to 
fall by the wayside,” said 
Plaskett. 

► “So automate your life, 
from a financial planning 
perspective, so that what 
you want to have happen, 
happens.” 

► He also suggests putting 
money into a Registered 
Education Savings Plan, 
which attracts extra cash 
from the federal 
government in the form of 
the Canada Education Sav¬ 
ings Grant. 

► Or, to maximize every dol¬ 
lar, consider putting mon¬ 
ey into a Registered 
Retirement Savings Plan, 
which can reduce the 
amount of income tax 
paid. 

► Then put any tax refund in¬ 
to an RESP. By taking this 
kind of holistic approach, 
said Plaskett, parents can 
save for their children's ed¬ 
ucation without sacrificing 
their retirement plans.
